THR CORONER'S JURY RENDKE THRIL VERDICT, 
—ORANSHAW AND DAFOE CAARGER WITH 
MANSLAUGHTER.—THE GRAND TRUNK. 
COMPANY GROSSLY NEGLIGENT, 

Lancaster, Sept. 1.—The soaled verdict 

of the Coroner's jury which sat on the body 
of Albert Anderson, brakeman, killed by 
the railway accident, publicly announced 
by the coroner, ia as followe:—“That tho 
said Albort Anderson diod from the effeots 
of injuries received between two trains 
colliding on the Grand ‘Trunk Railway on 
the morning of Sunday,Ang. 28th 1881 one 
mile west of Bainsyillo Station, in the 
discharge of his duitios as brakeman on 
freight trai No. 18, ranning east in chargo 
of Conductor John Cranshaw, which col. 
lided with « special train in charge of Con. 
ductor Michael Flynn, and the said jurorg 
upon their oath find that the said Albert 
Anderson came to his death ag aforesaid, 
through culpable and negligent conduct on 
the part of one John Oranshaw, the con- 
ductor of tho said train, and Alexandor 
Dafoe, telegraph operator at the Lancas- 
tor Station of tho said Grand Tronk Rail- 
Way, and that the said John Cranshaw 
and Aloxander Dafoe are guilty of man- 
slaughter in connection with the doath of 
the said Albert Anderson, and tho anid 
Jarors upon their oath say thatthe Grand 
Trunk Railway Company aro derelict in 
gross nogligonce in carrying ont thoir 
rales and regulations in not making it im- 
Porative that all trains stop and report, 
and not depart withont an order frow the 
agent in charge.

CANADA’S GOLDEN SANDS. 


Where to Acquire Picket Money Betore 
Breakfast, 

On thelsea-coast found Cape Oommerall,, 
British, Columbia, exist deposits ot. sana 
wiiich, black in appearance on the surface, 
ard found on 6xamination, after digging a 
few inchés, to be fall’ of specks of gold. 
A handtul of band washed in a saucer dis, 
plays numerous sparkling grains, which 
are pure gold, so fine in tiny scales, that 
they are popularly called ‘*float gold.” The 
existence ot the gold has long been known, 
but the difliculty has beon’ to find a means 
of success{ully and economically extracting 


it. Several machines haye been tried, 
but without suecess, and, after 
sevéral failures, the experiments were 


abandoned, and nothing has boon 
done for some years. A new venture, is, 
however, about tobe made with a machine 
invented by a San I'rancisco company, 
which promises tO be suecessful. ~ The 
machine consists of six drawers or layers 
of plates, covered with amalgam. | Lach 
plate bas boles punched, through it about 
aqnarter of an inch in diameter. Tlie 
gold-bearing sand is * damped in” on tho 
top plate, the water being turned on, The 
action of the water sots the sand in motion, 
and, with the gold, it passes through the 
holes, ‘he sand falls from plate to plate, 
leaving behind it the loose, free gold, which 
altiches’ itself 'to tho amalgam > and ‘by 
the time the sand has reached the sixth 
plato it is accompanied by yery fow grains 
of gold that have successtully escaped at- 
tachinent to the amalgam on the previous 
five plates, The process ia simple, but’ it 
is reported to be successful, and no more

TERRIBLE FOREST 


Loss of Life as well as Property. 


FIRES. 


From the following wo got some idea of 
the ravages of forost firos in Michigan, the 
real source ot the smoke that shuts ont the 
light of the sun here. A despatoh from 
East Saginaw says :—Alarming reports of 
fires continue and thero are additional 
rumors of loss of lif, several being burned 
to death, while fleeing from the fire. The 
village of Deckville has been totally con- 
sumed; Anderson Station is partly burn- 
ed; the elevator at Mendon is noarly all 
burned ; Badax is all gono but the Court 
House and a hotel; Sandusky is totally 
destroyed ; Archmondville is totally 
consumed ; the fire is raging in the west- 
orn part of Forostyille, and the peo- 
ple aro all moving to the lnke shore; in 
Watertown township ontire families have 
been burned to death ; the mait carrier 
from Morlet to Bedax is reported lost. Bo- 
tweon Sandusky and Cuarsonville George 
Ayers, wife and two childron and grand 
obild burned to death, error reigns over 
tho whole country, some people not even 
going to bed. Inthe day time it is den- 
sely dark, so smoky as to render breathing 
troublesome, Lamps are kept constantly 
burning. It is impossible to loarn the full 
extent of tho calamity ns there is no mail 
or telegraph, 


LATER. 

Derrorr, Sept. 8,—One hundred lives 
aro reported lost by the great fires of this 
state, Nearly all property in Sanilac and 
Huron Co.'s is destroyed. +Hundreds of 
farmers aro destitute.  Dostitate families 
are finding thei way into the villages, 
Many of thom will nover recover from 
their injuries. The feet of seores aro bad- 
ly barned. In some cases the charred 
clothing on the bodies can be pulled off in 
strips. Tho latest reports are that the 
fires are still raging. 

Minpon, Mreu., Sept. 8.—The total loss 
by fires in this neighborhood is $200,000. 

Band Bracn, Micn., Sept. 8.—Some 
scenes in the burned districts were shock- 
ing beyond description. 500 destitute 
families here. 


STILL LATER. 

Citartestown, Mion,, Sept.8.—A family 
of seven named Redmond got into a well 
near here to escape the fire, and all were 
suffocated. The charred remains of Henry 
Cole were also found. A family named 
Insula porishod at Paris. 

Mra. Diebort and three children were 
burned to death at Watertown. Another 
family named Denison are believed to be 
burned. Two families—Thornton and 
Lee, it is feared perished at Richmondville, 
‘The wind in the burning region changed 
Inst night- Itis feared the flames will 
now pass over sections that have thus far 
escaped.

THE SYMPTOMS NOT ENCOURAGING— 
BLISS UNEASY AND DISSATISFIED. 


New York, Sept. 8.—Long Branch spe- 
cials to the Sun say the President's un- 
favorable conditious yesterday were not 
due wholly to fatigue or heat. It is feared 
some symptoms are those of the gathering 
ot another pus abscess. The President 
yesterday nearly strangled while trying to 
expel the pus collected in his mouth. It 
does not seem possible that the pus could 
have flowed from the greatly reduced 
swollen gland. 

The President has been showing signs of 
discontent. He said to Mrs. Edson that 
his room is too small. 

Boynton said last night the President's 
lungs were sounded and found all right. 

The Times has the highest authority for 
saying the public fears have been greatly 
exaggerated. Mrs. Garfield thinks she 
sees signs of certain improvement. This 
feeling 15 shared by all the family and at- 
tendants. They say tho President has 
perceptibly gained strength. 

Bliss declared last night if the weather 
does not moderate quickly the President 
will haye to bo moved out of his present 
quarters to a cooler place, possibly to a 
tent upon the lawn. Bliss contrasted the 
situation here and in Washington with 
some bitterness. He said only two things 
in favor of Long Branch thus far are the 
absence of malaria and the patient's in- 
tense desire to be here. Otherwise, he 
would be better off in the White House. 

Bliss remarked the President has not 
raliied, and he must rally soon in order to 
got well, 

Boyton last night took a gloomy view ot 
the situation, He did not think the Prosi- 
dent was suffering from a serious affection 
of the lungs. y 

Reyburn said the gland had entirely 
sloughed off, but wil! not materially inter- 
fere with the President's comfort should 
he recover, as there are enough other 
glands to iurnish the requisite amount of 
siliva. Yesterday MacVeigh ordered the 
return of the cars comprising the spocial 
train,

A Collection of its Floating Gossip. 


A Bayarian driver named Xavier Sem- 
melimann, now living in the town of Irl- 
bach, near Straubing, is one of the strong- 
est men in the world, Among the latest 
recorded achievements of this athlete, whe 
claims to bo the champion weight lifter of 
Germany, the following deserve especial 
mention : A few days ago, at Hogeldorf, a 
suburb of Rottenburg, Semmieltinn raised 
a blacksmith’s anvil, weighing 488 pounda, 
twelve inches from the ground with one 
floger, and subsequently lifted a’ load ot 
bricks, 540 pounds in weight, to the height 
of his shoulder, Last year: Sommelmann 
commenced « starring tour in Bavaria: 
Daring his first performance at Ingolstadt 
some dexterous thieves succeeded in rob- 
bing ‘im of all his personal property, and 
this untoward mighap so disgusted him 
with travelling that hd resolved never 
agaio to quit his native district. 

Jn the course of a recent debate in the 
House of Commons a member delivered 
himself of a buadle of complaints against 
the inefliciency of post office telegraph op- 
erators, and qnoted severil amusing in- 
stances to justify his criticism. In ono case 
& husband who was anxiously awaiting a 
bit of important domestic intelligence was 
astonished by the announcement that hig 
wile hud presented him with a ‘deal box,” 
whereas, in reality, the present consisted 
of a “dear boy,"" 
interment of tho late Pope in St. Peter's 
was converted into interment in ‘salt 
petre.”” Notwithstanding these grotesque 
blunders, tho Postmaster-General, in reply: 
to the honorable member, warmly com- 
mended the care and skill exhibited by the 
telegraphic employees. 

The proposals for the suppression of the 
slave trade in Egypt recently submitted to 
Lord Granville by the anti-Slavery Soclety 
Were simpie in theircharacter and practic- 
ally amounted to tle plain suggestion thatno 
person born alter a certain dato slionld bea 
slave. Colonel Gordon often said that the 
chief ditliculty in the way of putting ab pnd 
to the slave was notin securing the Khe- 
dive's sanction to a satisfactory law, butithe 
certainty that such a law would be followed 
by a completely contradictory one. Thus 
Colonel Gordon says that he had an order, 
signed by the Khedivo, to put to death ali 
slave dealers or persons tuking slaves 5 an- 
other which calls elive («.iuy robbery and 
murder ; a third decresiu,; iat this:crime 
is to be punished with five months to: five 
years’ imprisonment ; and a fourth faving 
that the sale and pnfchaso of slavesis legal 
in Egypt. Lord Granville speaks im) high 
terms of the character of the present Khie- 
dive, and of his desire to suppress the slave 
traffic. 

Twelve miles northwest of I’argo,. Dak., 
is a farm which is declared by every, one 
who. has seen it to be a model in equipment 
and management, and the claim is made 
gvod by the splendid crop which it has 
produced thie year, Theowner is John B. 
Raymond, United States Marshal for Da: 
kota, who went to the war when he was 
sixteen years old, and served till it was 
over. ‘lhe farm is only two years old and 
this is the first crop. Mr. Raymond was 
recently requested to furnish a fow ‘totals 
jrom his account-book, and the reckoning 
stands as follows: “Before we receive a 
return from our crop we shall have ioyest- 
ed $55,000, That includés the purchase 
of our land, the ereotion of tive barns, a 
dwelling house, an elevator capable of 
holding 100,000 bushels of wheat and oats, 
all the stock and machinery necessary to 
run the farm, and all the cost of breaking 
the land, planting and reaping the) crop 
and delivering it at the market, We have 
2,000 acros in wheat, and enough oats to 
keep our stock. We sha!) get about twenty- 
five bushels to the acre, which will be 50,- 
000 bushels from the entire place. We 
Sliall save out our seed wheut for next year 
and can then sell the crop for about 950,- 
000." That is a return of about 90 per cent 
upon tho investment, or a dividend of 45 
per cent a year, for the farm lay idle the 
fivet twelve months altor its parchase,"' To 
the question, *‘ Do you consider it an ad- 
vantage toown your own stock and do your 
own work?’ Mr. Raymond ceplios: "There

The Ecumenical Council of Methodists. 


The }* Globo's special correspondent tele- 
graphs from London Eng., under date of Sept. 
7th, as follows :—To-day 400 delegates from 
every branch ef the Methodist Uhurch in 
every land, of whom no few represent the 4, 
000,000 Methodists of America, have met to- 
gether, not to draw up any new creed, not to 

iecide on questions of doctrines or discipline, 
but to discuss firat how vo bring about « un 
ited Methodiam by causing the differences in 
discipline to be healed, and by harmonizing 
and welding, if possible, the various elements 
into one large body, on the model of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance or the recent Pan-Presbyter- 
aan Council at Philadelphia. Now they are 
anxious for the time to arrive when Moetho- 
dism with its unity of doctrine should bo 
feed from its present unnecessary divisions. 
It 1s the hope of all that from thia great Coun- 
cilofthe Church should spring results rich 
in the future of the Methodist denomination. 
Even, however, if the connoil should adjourn 
withont doing any more than arranging for 4 
concert ef action by which there should be no

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


A teqnisition tothe Mayor asks for a 
public meeting to discuas the question of a 
more efficient water supply for Belleville, 
and in compliance therewith a meeting is 
called for to-morrow evening in the City 
Hall. Itis now, we presume, # foregone 
conclusion tliat the artesian well project 
will be recommended andadopted. Under 
present circumstances, perhaps this is the 
only practicable scheme to be considered. 
We repeat former objections, however, and 
insist that an adequate supply of water, 
required for all purposes in the future, can- 
not be confidently expected from such a 
source. The city would have acted wisely 
and saved money in the end by adopting 
the gravitation theory of bringing water 
from Oak Hill Pond, Tho cost,—some 
$80,000, we believe, by computation — 
though considerablo in view ot the civic 
finances, would not baye been burdengome. 
With such a system in operation, an abun- 

lant supply Sf pure, wholesome water for 
all necessary purposes, and for all time to 
como, wonld be assured, Ty increasing 
the capacity of conveyance’ the increased 
Memand could be met, as the supply is in 
exhaustible. Lut this scheme is now out 


of the question, we suppose. If, therefore,

Perhaps a 
more correct idea may be formed of the 
capacity of this elevator, when it is stated 
that 25,000 bushels can be received from 
cars, carried through the elevator by the 
“conveyor,” and dumped into vessels in 
24 hours. Tho capacity of the elevator is 
about 50,000 bushels. 

The “Union” elevator, also managed by 
tho same firm, has been supplied with a 
four-horse power gas engine, made in To: 
ronto. With this new acquisition they can 
receive and ship at the rate of 1,000 bush. 
an hour. Othor repairs have been effected 
in this and the elevator above mentioned, 
which make them first-class buildings in. 
every respect.

He moved tliat the citizens of Belleville 
recommend that a suflicient sum of money 
be appropriated for securing tho services of 
& competent engineer to examine the 
water supply at Oak Hill Pond, and the 
cost of bringing it to the city ; also that 
$26 be similarly appropriated for an en- 
gineer to examine the cost of bringing the 
water from the bay. 

Mr. W. ©. Nunn understood that a mill 
erected near the Oak Hill Pond many 
yoars ago failed to eecnre enough water for 
running powers. 

Mr. Jacob Cronk replied to Mr. Nuon 
by stating that he rumombered perfestly 
well the occasion referred to, when 
it was impossible to secure running 
power for the mill, and the mill was con- 
sequently shot down. Evenit the water 
Was procurable at this pond, we would not 
be allowed to use it, as parties living there 
would prevent us. 

Aub, Geo. E. Henperson said the next 
thing to Godliness was cleanliness. We 
want 2 good supply of water for domestic 
and other purposes. How can we get it is 
the question now to be considered. He 
was strongly opposed to the , artesian well 
project. The geological formation of this 
section does not warrant the feasibility of 
such a system. | If we could get any water 
it would be for domestic purposes only—we 
want a system that will secure abundance 
for all purposes. He favored the ‘“‘Hully” 
system, Some years ago the speaker and 
Mr, W. A. Foster, then Mayor of the city, 
were authorized to visit Brantford to ex- 
amine the water system there in opera- 
tion. The result of their visit was 
that they became very enthusiastic 
in sdpport ot the Holly system, aa they 
thonght it the best that could be procnred. 
Several of the promoters of the Branttord 
system returned to Belleville with them, 
and examined the water and locality of 
our city, ‘They pronounced the scheme of 
bringing water from the Oak Hill Pond 
impracticablo. A yisit was made to the 
bay, and the water was found pure and 
wholesome, in every way adaptable for 
the city’s use. They then offered to fur- 
nish the city with water from this source, 
and supply all necessary pipes and ma 
chinery, for $100,000, There being no 
funds at this time, and the rate of interest 
being high, the matter was lettin abeyance 
for the time being. Now that tho money 
market has modorated, he would earnestly 
recominend that this system of procuring 
water be undertaken early next spring. 
He fayored the plan adopted by Kingston 
—fnrnish water to those desiring it, 
and not make its use compulsory. 
In anawer to a question, Mr. Henderson, 
asa lawyer, said that the city could not 
use the Oak Hill Pond water without pur 
chasing the right, providing it affected the 
land thereabonts. By the “Holly” system, 
he contended, a great saving would be 
effected in the fire department of the city. 

Col. Prince, by request, was allowed to 
state the modu perandi of the “Holly” 
system. Ho roferred to the city of Goneya, 
where he took an active part in establish. 
ing waterworks, Tho “Holly” system 
means that an engine is stationed at the

_ EREE TRADE IN ENGLAND. 


The following letter was written for, and 
published in, the Kangas Gity Journal, by 
Mr, A. Groeloy, late Sheriff of P.E, County. 
Tt shows that the author has lost none of 
his force a8 a writer, and that his views on 
tariff questions are unchanged by a resi- 
dence under a protective system : 

Frequent references to the question of 
free trade in your journal, a pronounced 
protectionist organ, seems to invite dis- 
cussion of this very important doctrine. 

In the Journal of today mention is 
made. of the.‘* English protective move- 
ment,” and you state that ‘the varions in- 
dustrial; interests of, Groat Britain are 
greatly depressed,” and infer thet what 
you calla (‘tprotective: moyement” is in- 
tended to remedy this depression. Now, 
this movement is entirely one of recipro- 
city and retaliatory on other nations rather 
than protection, and if carried out would 
seriously affect our own trade. Onur 
government will, of course, make no treaty 
looking in the direction ot free trade, but 
should Russia, for example, admit certain 
English manufactures at a low duty on 
condition of the English governmont put- 
ting a duty on American wheat, while ad. 
mitting theirs free, it would greatly stinn: 
late the wheat production of Ruseia, of 
Which there is practically no limit. his 
movement! ii England will first take the 
form of a réeiprocal trade with her colonies. 
The completion of the Canada Pacific rail- 
toad will-offer grent facilities tor the settle-

The Modus Operandi of Making Butter. 


The only Creamery in Prince Edward 
County, if not im this section of the Province, 
is situated on the south cide of Koblin’s Lake, 
about a mile anda half from Roblio’s Milli, 
and is owned by Johuson Sprague «& Son, 
Owing to the dry weather the quantity of milk 
at present is small, and the amount of butter 
only about 60 pounds at a churning, The 
wilk ia put in small cans, about 6 inches in 
diameter, and holding 50 lbs. These have a 
tight fitting lid, and are placed in a yat of 
water whore they are completely submerged, 

After setting 24 hours they are taken ont, 
when the cream, which ia found to be 5 or 6 
inches thick, is taken off and put in a churn 
which resembles a barrel placed in a horrizon- 
tal position, A belt ia attached to this from 
the engine which pumps the water for the vate, 
and the churn 1a made to 1evolye. In about 
20 minutes the churning is done, when the 
buttor is taken out and put upon a take, where 
by means of a sharp-edged lever the milk is all 
squeezed ont, Saltis applied, and when by 
means of a large roller thoroughly mixe1 the 
butter which is of the very best quality, is put 
in jars &c, for sale, and commands the highest 
price. The butter milk and skimmed milk 
are manufactured into chécse Mr. Sprague 
says he makes as mucli cheese from the milk 
asif hig butter was not made, and it brings 
the same price as cheese of other factories. 18 
Not this then an enterpnse wortby of more at- 
tention by our bnabandmen ?

Lakeview Cemetery, in which the Presi- 
aeut will be burried on Monday afternoon 
| next, is a beantitully laid ont necropolis in 
Cleveland, Onio, where the dead President 
spent hia early boyhood, ‘Ihe detailed ar- 
rengemonts for the final sepaltnve are com- 
mitted to the municipal authorities of 
Cleveland under the direction of the Exe- 
cutive of the State of Ohio. 

Wonder has been expressed in some 
quarlere that Mr. Garfield was never 
visitul by any ministerial consoler. His 
religions convictions, it would seem, were 
none the less firm because of this fact. 
The omission is explained by the pastor of 
the church to which he Was attached, who 
recently said that he had known Garfield 
to be an exemplary Christian man since he 
was nineteen years of age, and that he was 
so assured of his fature hut no advice was 
necessary, and as tor consolation, in the 
lute President's critical condition, it was 
not considered necessary that he should be 
visited by bis spiritnal adviser, If, how- 
ever, proof were required of Garfield's 
religious belief, whut better could be ad- 
yanced than this beantiful sentence in a 
recent aldreas: * The world’s history is a 
divine poem, of which the history of every 
nation 14 a canto und every man a word, 
Its straing lave been pealing slong down 
the centuries, und, thong there have been 
niingled the discords of warring cannon 
and dying men to the Christian philo- 
sopberand historian—the humble listener 
—there has been « divine melody ranning 
through the song which speaks of hope and 
lialeyon days to come,” 

Or this appeal, which quelled a New 
York mob at the time of the assassination 
of President Lincoln ; ‘ Pellow-citizens ! 
Clouds and darkness are ronnd about 
Him! His pavilion is durk waters and 
thick clouds of the skies! Justice and judg- 
ment are the establishment of His throne ! 
Merey and troth shall go betore His faze ! 
Pellew-citizens! God reigns, and the Goy- 
ernment at Washington still lives.”" 

It is rather « strange coincidence that, 
like the late President, Dr. Frank Hamil- 
ton, one of his attending physicians, began

HIS LAST RESTING PLACE. 

The New Yerk Tribune, in reference to 
the places where the dead Presidents of 
the Dnitea States are buried says of Gar- 
field :—Olten in his lifetime the dead Presi- 
dent expressed a wish that his body might 
be buried in Luke View Cemetery at Cleve- 
land. A wisii which the pious love of 
surviving kindred holds sacred in the case 
ofa private citizen is no less sacred in 
that of a Chief Magistrate. The choice 
falls npon a spot peculiarly fitted in many 
ways to be the last resting place of Ohio's 
gratest statesman, Luke View Cemetery 
lies upon « high, wooded ride in the east- 
ern outskirts of Cleveland, overlooking the 
city and the bine waters of Lake Erie. 
It is approached by the beautiful Enelid- 
ave, the pride of Cleveland, a street 
ranked by all travellers among the finest 
in the world, Within sight of the highest 
ground in the cewetery is the plice where 
the farmerr boy whom destiny bad marked 
for great achievements and great suffering 
firet saw the lake while chopping wood to 
earn money to @licate himself, and was 
fitted by the sight of its restless shining 
waves to kuow the great world aud mingle 
in its large affairs, About ten milva to the 
south is the site of the log cabin where he 
was born, and there is still standing the 
plain little frame house which he and his 
brother bnilt with their own hands for 
their widowed mother when their strdy 
toil had lifted the family out of the pinch- 
ing straita in which it was left by thedeath 
ol their father. fwenty miles to the east 
op the same ridge upon which the come- 
tery lies (an old shore of the lake in pre- 
historic times)is the Mentor farm he loved 
60 well and longed to see once more before 
death closed his eyes forever. 

Cleveland is the metropolis of the Wes- 
tera Reserve of Ohio, from whose New- 
England population, characterized by in 
dustry, independence, religions feeling and 
Jove of liberty and justice sprang, James 
A. Garfield, the best prodnet in the field of 
statosmanship of our latest civilization, It 
is fit and well that Cleveland shonld pox 
soes and care for his tomb. The Nation 
will rear his monument with its voluntary 
and hearty offerings, It must be worthy 
ot lie groat fame, bnt more enduring than 
its colnmns and tablets will be the memory 
of bis noble career-and his tragic fate 
borne in the great heart of toiling, aspiring 
homanity, which lovea the worker who 
does well his work and Lonors high aime,

There was no seryice at Mayo as had 
been intended, aud this T au sorry to say 
Was on acconnt of a severe epidemic that 
had carried away nine) children in a day 
or two, and that was ‘threatening others, 
Mr. Young left us for his own field, after 
Seeing me mounted On a palfrey which Mr.

sweet bedroom after being tossed abont on 
the mountains! I fonnd myself in a com: 
fortable home, and when next morning I 
looked out, was surprised to discover 
myself in the midst of a beantifnl and fer- 
tile region. I could uot believe my eyes. 
There were a fine garden, a cozy house, 
substantial barns, fields well tilled and that 
had just been cleared of their rich srops. 
We held « preparatory meeting in the 
forenoon, and judge of my surprise when 
We entered # substantial church, surround- 
ed by twenty-six acres of good ground get 
apart for a ylebe,and waiting the minister, 
as the people put it, to get the manse up. 
There was a large attendance of respect- 
able people ; but what astonished me most 
was the number of children I bad to 
baptize. Tho parents upwords ot thirty in 
nuniber, formed like a semicircle around 
the pulpit,and impressive was the spectacle 
of dedicating no tewer thaa seventeen 
children, which with two others [ baptized 
in private, gave me nineteen baptisms dur- 
ing the oue visit.

A CONTRAST OF EXPENDITURES. 


In his speech at the West York meeting, 


Mr, Ross stated thatthe present debt of thes}; 


Doininion was $166,000,000 being $59 per 
head of the population, as compared with $36 
in the United States, Stated in another way, 
this debt was equal to a mortgage of $900 on 
every hundred acres of improved land in the 
Dominion, or $400 on evary lundred acres 
sold by the crown, i 

The public debt in 1867, when the provinces 
Ware united, was $76,000,000, so that the in- 
orease in fourteen years has been $81,000,000, 
And of this sum the Liberal party is responsi- 
ble for only $200,000, 

The annual expenditure was increased by the 
Conseryative government betwen 1867 and 
1878 by $10,000,000, [nu the tive years follow- 
ing, when the Liberal party was in office, the 
incresse of the annnul expenditure was only 
$156,000. Tlie Conservatives agaia got into 
office, and in two yeurs and a hall they haye 
made a further inoreass jo the annnal expendi- 
ture of $2,064,708. 

fhis is the resord of the two parties at Ot- 
tawa since the union of 1867. Lt shows that 
in those fourteen years the Conservative 
governments entered into engagements that 
haye increased the public debt by $50,000.000, 
while the Liberal government inereased it only 
by $200,000. It also shows that the Couserva 
tives are responsible tor an inorease in the 
Aanvual expenditure of $12,000,000, and the 
Liberals for only $156,000 

Mr. Hardy, the provincial secretary, referred 
briefly 0 the fidancial situation in Ontario, 
where the Liberals have leld office continaoas- 
ly for nearly ten years. ‘I'he government has 
expended large sums in the vonstruction of 
public building and works aad the maintenance 
of public institutions, jn aidiog railways, 
education and charities, and it bas in various 
other ways assisted in promoling the country's 
prosperity. No interest has been neglected, 
and every department of the public service haa 
beon efficiently administered, Yet the pro- 
viuce has a surplus of over four millions, the 
annual expenditure is $800,000 leas than it 
Was in 1678, and $160,009 less than in 1878 
on the eve of the last general election.— Toronto 
World.

While in the ordinary boilers used in 
manufactories the fire place, is under the 
boiler—a pnre cylinder—in the portable 
engines the fire box is within one end” of 
the boiler,whicli also is yaried from a pure- 
ly cylindrical form by the plates at one 
end being carried downward around the 
bottom of: the fire-place, This pecoliar 
construction greatly increases the surface 
subject to steam pressure, and presents 
that snrface under » less favorable ar- 
rangement to resist pressure. ‘To connter- 
act this the sides of the fire box are braced 
to the onter plate of the boiler by screws 
passing throagh the fire box plates 
at one end and the boiler plutes at 
the other, and’ beaten ont hke ordinary 
rivet heads. While this increases the 
strength of the structure, the many holes 
drilled in the plate tond to increase the 
danger from little Hawa here and there.

DEFECTIVE SAPETY VALYKS. 

Another crying evil in the manufacture 
and use of boilers is the safety valve. Tho 
ordirary valve kept down by lever and 
weight las defecta nniversally admitted, 
The spring valve is often little better, as it 
does not allow the steam sufficiently free 
escape, aul besides on the top of it a screw 
is exposed which may 
as to prevent tho steam blowing off until a 
dangerous pressure is reached. This tam- 
poring is done by the engineers,who some- 
times presnine too mueli on what the boil- 
ors willetand. ‘There are yalves open to 
none of the objections mentioned, and they 
should be adopted. Where present methods 
are used, tlia valves abonld be mado largo 


enough, and the tops of the screws should ply to 


be covered by « metal casing fastened down 
by rivets, which would be difficult to re~ 
move ut the impulse of an engineer.

defects of a radical nature do not fill the 
country with torpedos that may at uny 
time go off and repout the terrible accident 
that occurred near Belleville. 


AN INQUEST DESIRABLE. 

For the Belleville accident some one is 
probaly to blame, and an enquiry is in the 
public interest most desirable. Sliould 
such an enqgniry, either at the motion of @ 
coroner or the Government take place, the 
latter might vender the country mach 
service, and aid in the eradication of the 
defects above referred to, by appointing 
some competent engineer to agsist in the 
engoiry. In England a Governmont Boil- 
or Inspector regularly attonds all inquests 
on fatal explosions, and the exposure of 
incompetence or defective construction has 
a most wholesome effect ou both manu 
factorera. and enginoers. There is no 
reagou why the employment of steam or- 
gines should not be made yory safe.
